DOG LICENSES 


Vermont statutes require that a person who owns or 
harbors a dog more than four months old shall annually on 
or before April 1 cause it to be registered and licensed in 
the office of the clerk of the town wherein such dog is kept, 
and shall cause it to wear a collar, and attach thereto a 
license tag issued by the town clerk. 


A person may not obtain a license for a dog unless he 
delivers to the town clerk a certificate or a certified copy 
thereof signed by a duly licensed veterinarian, stating that 
the dog has been vaccinated against rabies within thirty 
months and unless the person certifies that the dog de- 
scribed in the certificate is the dog to be licensed. The town 
clerk shall keep the certificates on file. 

BF Kee, 

Rabies vaccination certificates for dogs registered are on 
file in the town clerk’s office. Check your 1969 license which 
gives the date of the dog’s innoculation. If the date is prior 
to October 1, 1967, your dog will need a new rabies 
vaccination before a 1970 license can be issued. Unless a 
valid certificate is already on file, you must present a rabies 
certificate when you apply for your 1970 license.

ADMINISTRATION — Unpredicted legal assistance 


necessitated the use of the town’s attorney. 


Superintendents office includes all office expenses and 
salaries. It is pro rated on basis of number of teachers in 
the district. The increase for this year is result of full years 
expenses for an Elementary Helping Teacher and Speech 
Therapist including travel for both. Also a slight increase in 
Social Security. This is subject to vote at the Supervisory 
Union Annual meeting held in March. Pawlet share last 
year was 11.01%. 


INSTRUCTIONAL — Increase is due to normal salary 
increases and teaching supplies. The rate of $10 per pupil 
for Library and Audio-visual is set by the state. Last years 
books were kept to a minimum but due to changes in 
number of students at different grade levels, new books will 
be required this year. 


TRANSPORTATION — The increase for drivers ex- 
pense is caused by adding the 4th driver because of larger 
numbers of passengers. This is offset by elimination of 
contracted services. 


MAIN TAINANCE — The reason for an increase here is 
due to electrical work and boiler room modification in West 
Pawlet required by the fire marshall. The new well in West 
Pawlet is also included in this expense for 1969. Plans for 
1970 are the usual painting of a room in each school and to 
paint the exterior of the West Pawlet School. Insulation is 
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needed over the upstairs class room in West Pawlet School. 
Extensive work is needed now in the Pawlet School to 
enable the furnace and the electric heaters in the base- 
ment room to work properly. Plus everyday operating 
expenses which occur. 


FIXED CHARGES — The decrease is Social Security 
expense for 1970 is result of no left over account payable 
from last year. The last quarter of 1968 payments were 
budgeted and paid in 1969. 


Interest on current loans is based on anticipated bor- 
rowing until taxes come in, The increase is caused mainly 
by increase in rate to 4 1/4% on tax anticipation notes. 


Employee insurance is the cost of 1/3 of a year Blue 
Cross-Biue Shield memberships as included in fringe benefits 
in revision of teacher salary schedual. 


Workmans Compensation will be included when cost is 
figured. This has been billed to the town in 1969. This will be 
available before town meeting. The $200 is only an estimate. 


FOOD SERVICES — This is the amount we plan 
to donate to the hot lunch program is needed. The amount 
in 1610 account is refunds from the state which comes to the 
School District Treasurer. We just transfer these to the Hot 
Lunch account by School Directors orders. 


CAPITAL OUTLAY — Both 1969 and 1970 figures are 
based on needed desks and chairs for the larger number of 
primary students. 


DBT SERVICE — Debt Service for School Bus payment 
is the payment on note for Bus #6 and interest on this note. 
This is last payment on the 3 new busses purchased in 1968. 


TUITION — It must be noted that the $21,900 is the 
tuition payment usually made the beginning of January. 
Granville wanted this payment to be made in December if 
possible. The school directors agreed to pay this since the 
check book balance was adequate due to the prompt pay- 
ment of Vermont State Aid. 


The increase noted for 1970 is because of an increase 
in tuition for 7th and 8th grades from $180 to $300 each. The 
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$21,900 payment is 1969 is offset by the decrease in anticipat- 
ed cash on hand for 1970. Other tuition expense is for high 
school students not attending Granville High School. 


Anticipated cash on hand December 31, 1970 is decreased 
because there will not be a large tuition bill due in 
January 1971 as it is included in the 1970 budget and pay- 
ment will be made in December as it was this year. 


NOTE — There are two warnings directly related to 
schools. 


The directors feel that a replacement bus is needed for 
the Chevy bus we put back into regular service this year 
because of the larger number of students. If this bus is 
used another year, there will be a large expense for repairs 
to it. It will also be less dependabale than desired for a 
school bus. This bus currently has nearly 100,00 miles of 
service. Repairs needed include new fenders, all new tires 
plus the every day items which occur, Oil consumption is also 
high at this time. 


The union elementary study is one possibility to meet 
future school problems. Without study it would be impossible 
to determine whether this is feasable or not. The center of 
this proposed area is not far from Pawlet. When student 
population is figured, it might be in the town of Pawlet. The 
Schoo! Board urges that Pawlet cooperate with these other 
towns in studying this possibility. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS TO THE TOWN OF PAWLET 
1969 - 70 


The Pawlet School District has witnessed a rapid pupil 
population growth and concurrently a variety of problems 
with the physical plants. The town is most fortunate 
however to have a fine experienced dedicated staff who 
sincerely have the welfare of the children and their educa- 
tional pursuits at heart. In addition the School Directors 
have spent many long hard hours solving financial problems 
and trying to improve plant operation as well as lending 
unanimous support to improving the quality of education. 


It is unfortunate that we were compelled to spend so 
much money on plant maintenance, but, on the other hand, 
we certainly must provide every precaution to ensure safety. 
We are caught in a most difficult position with very limited 
facilities and a burgeoning student population. As the 
growth gives every indication of continuing, we are forced 
to consider possible solutions for the not too far distant 
future. Perhaps the study with neighboring towns will 
produce a tenable solution, 


The non-graded program has worked very well in its 
initial implementation. This grouping of the children has 
provided better educational opportunity by allowing each 
child to proceed at his own pace according to his ability and 
need. The outstanding feature is the elimination of the 
concept of promotion or failure and instead producing con- 
tinuous progress. The individual learner is the focal point 
and the school adapts to the child. 


A large task confronting the School District this year is 
26. 


the self assessment project to be conducted by a community 
representative group composed of both professional and lay 
people. This group proposes to the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion the elementary educational plans for the next five year 
period. Using the Vermont Design for Education as a pattern 
the committee will propose a route to pursue encompassing 
facilities and program all of which will be brought before 
you at public hearings later this year. 


The operational state aid for education was increased 
for Pawlet this past year but with the increased equalized 
grand list effecting our aid for 1970 the amount anticipated 
is slightly less. 


The School Directors have had a vast number of meet- 
ings created by capital improvements to the schools man- 
dated by the State Fire Marshall, the local financial crisis, 
and normal operational problems. The Board is excellent and 
with fine leadership has accomplished all within its power to 
improve education in the town. 


The teaching staff is excellent, The children are given 
every opportunity to receive the best elementary ducation 
possible through the efforts and desire of this fine group of 
people. 


We appreciate your interest and support for education. 
Many of you have shown a willingness to participate in 
various activities. I certainly hope your interest and coopera- 
tion can be enlisted to seriously consider endeavors for the 
immediate future of the Pawlet children. The situation is 
critical in safely housing the children for effective educa- 
tion to continue.

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PAWLET LIBRARY 


Our library has undergone a great change these past 
two years. Many of you have become aware of the fact that 
though it is still small it is being updated and continually 
changing — for the better. 


Two years ago a Friends of the Library was instituted 
making possible better library service to the community.

REPORT TO THE TOWN OF PAWLET 
January 21, 1970 


Last year this department initiated reporting to each 
town and city the amounts spent and people aided in each 
locality under the various programs of the Vermont De- 
partment of Social Welfare. This report replaced the pre- 
vious annual notification to each town of the charges that 
had been assessed against their community for their share 
of State operated welfare programs. The enactment by the 
General Assembly of the Social Welfare Act of 1967 elimin- 
ated sharing in State Welfare costs at the local level and 
consequently, the basis for this type of reporting to the 
towns. 


This year’s report on amounts of money paid to money 
payment recipients in your town and monthly average num- 
ber of recipients is for calendar year 1969 in contrast to the 
half year report made last year. In addition, we are able to 
report a full year of money spent for General Assistance and 
for the last six months of the year, the value of the bonus 
food stamps given to residents of your town and the monthly 
average number of partcipants. General Assistance is the 
program that was formerly operated by your Overseer of the 
Poor. Your town’s tabulation is as follows:

The above figures do not include money payment recipi- 
ents residing in nursing homes or mental hospitals as there 
does not appear to be a fair way of assigning a town of 
residence to these people. 


In addition, medical vendor payments for the calendar 
year 1969 totaled over $11,000,000.00 (more than 1/3 of all 
department expenditures) and payments in behalf of com- 
mitted children totaled over $1,000,000.00 for a monthly 
average of 1480 children. No doubt, residents of your com- 
munity were numbered among those who benefited by these 
expenditures.

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REPORT ON REGIONAL PLANNING 


The Rutland Regional Planning Commission was creat- 
ed in March of 1967 and is now composed of 20 communities 
within Rutland County. There are 13 other similar bodies 
in the state. Basic reasons for formation were: to assist 
members in utilizing the Region’s advantages and to encour- 
age cooperation among themselves where it can be proven 
beneficial; to formulate a strong voice when speaking to 
state or federal governments; to secure technical help on 
planning related matters! to be eligible for certain grants; 
and to prepare studies and advisory plans for the orderly 
growth of the Region. 


Representation is by one ‘appointed Regular and/or Al- 
ternate Commissioner from each community regardless of 
physical size, wealth or population. The Town of Pawlet is 
represented by Roblee Mason as Regular Commissioner and 
Leon Clark as Alternate. Open meetings are held once a 
month to discuss business and also work performed by the 
staff or consultant. These meetings have been rotated to 
different communities to emphasize the areawide pniloso- 
phy of regional planning and to encourage individual par- 
ticipation. 


The Commission embarked upon a two-year comprehen- 
sive planning project in July 1968 financed by a one-sixth 
assessment from members, a one-sixth grant from the State 
of Vermont and a two-thirds grant from the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development’s planning assistance pro- 
gram. In other words, a dollar of loca! money became six 
for planning purposes. 


Completed to date are numerous maps of local interest, 
preliminary reports or discussions on economic base, popuia- 
tion, housing, recreation, open space, finances, transporta- 
tion, community facilities, model zoning and subdivision by- 
laws, a sketch plan, etc. In addition to these useful technical 
studies, the Commission has sponsored meetings of common 
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interest, has aided individual communities in preparing plans, 
has helped in the adoption of interim zoning which gives 
temporary protection, has helped communities receive federal 
grants, has secured temporary waivers from the state sani- 
tary landfill requirements, has set up an office, retained a 
staff and consultant, etc. 


The RRPC will become even more important in the fu- 
ture aS communities face the pressures of increased growth 
and need for services. An agency such as the RRPC, com- 
posed of local representatives can look to the future and 
help develop proper approaches to cope with change. Through 
coordinated and cooperative efforts, plus technical aid, local 
governments may be able to accelerate endeavors to control 
their destiny before it is done by higher levels of govern- 
ment. 


The two-year planning project is scheduled for comple- 
tion by June 30, 1970. Early in its deliberation, the RRPC 
members agreed, that to be effective, its function must be a 
continuous one. The present two-year comprehensive plan- 
ning project will be useful only if it results in action. They 
also recognize that grants are being predicated more and 
more on the basis of areawide planning participation. In fact, 
the prerequisites which now apply only to a few programs 
will eventually apply to dozens. 


In order to continue the work of the Commission be- 
yond June 30, 1970, additional local funds will be needed to 
match other sources. The town should vote to continue 
membership as well as an appropriation. A vote for regional 
planning will mean that communities will continue to be 
eligible for a variety of federal grants, that the two-year 
planning project of inventory-analysis-plans will not be for- 
feited and that help will be available to implement appro- 
priate plans and ideas, .

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SUGGESTIONS FOR ABSENTEE VOTERS 


In order to vote as an Absent Voter in the State of 
Vermont, the following steps are required: 


1. Request from the Town Clerk an official form on 
which to make application for an absent voter ballot. This 
request for the application form must be made by the ap- 
plicant or an authorized person in his behalf, such request 
being made in person, by telephone, or by letter. 


2. Fill out the application form completely. 


3. This application must be returned to the Town 
Clerk not later than nine o’clock in the evening of the 
fourth day preceding the election. 


4. Employed persons who are prevented from visiting 
the polling place during voting hours by the hours of their 
employment may vote by making application personally to 
the Town Clerk for absent voter ballots; completing such 
application, and casting their votes in the presence of the 
Town Clerk. Such application must be made not later than 
nine o’clock in the evening of the fourth day preceding the 
election. 


5. A voter who is necessarily absent from his residence 
continuously from a date less than four days prior to such 
election until after such election may make appiication for 
absent voter vallots not later than twelve o’clock noon of 
the day preceding such election. 


6. A voter who is taken sick from a date less than 
four days prior to such election until after such election, 
may make such application not later than nine o’clock in 
the forenoon of the day preceding such election, provided 
that such application is accompanied by an affidavit of the 
attending physician stating that the voter became ill subse- 
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quent to four days prior to the election and in his opinion 
the voter will necessarily be absent from such meeting by 
reason of illness. 


If you are physically unable to attend the polling place 
an absent voter ballot will be delivered to you by two Jus- 
tices of the Peace, or other authorized persons, with in- 
structions for marking such ballot. 


NOTE: The above suggestions are published in accor- 
dance with a vote of the Pawlet Town Meeting on March 1, 
1960. They are not official but it is believed that they will 
be helpful. If you have a question please contact the Town 
Clerk.

DOG LICENSES 


Vermont statutes require that a person who owns or 
harbors a dog more than four months old shall annually on 
or before April 1 cause it to be registered and licensed in 
the office of the clerk of the town wherein such dog is kept, 
and shall cause it to wear a collar, and attach thereto a 
license tag issued by the town clerk. 


A person may not obtain a license for a dog unless he 
delivers to the town clerk a certificate or a certified copy 
thereof signed by a duly licensed veterinarian, stating that 
the dog has been vaccinated against rabies within thirty 
months and unless the person certifies that the dog de- 
scribed in the certificate is the dog to be licensed. The town 
clerk shall keep the certificates on file. 


Rabies vaccination certificates for dogs registered are on 
file in the town clerk’s office. Check your 1970 license which 
gives the date of the dog’s innoculation. If the date is prior 
to October 1, 1968, your dog will need a new rabies 
vaccination before a 1971 license can be issued. Unless a 
valid certificate is already on file, you ‘must present a rabies 
certificate when you apply for your eA. license.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
1970 - 71 


TO THE TOWN OF PAWLET: 


The Pawlet School District is confronted with a number 
of questions to be answered at this annual meeting. As a re- 
sult of the Union District study with Wells, Middletown 
Springs, Tinmouth and Ira, you have a warning proposing 
the formation of a five town Union District for the education 
of all children in levels K through 6, There will have to be a 
series of public meetings to which you are invited explaining 
the reasons for this proposed formation and the procedure in- 
volved in the overall formation of any Union District. 


Due to the action of the 1970 legislature two other warn- 
ings are presented. It is necessary for us to present to the 
town school district a warning for the formation of a public 
Kindergarten each year until it is approved. The value of 
Kindergarten has proven itself several times over by offering 
the children conditioning for formal education by learning 
to cooperate together in work and play, by learning initial 
skills in hand and eye coordination, physical coordination, 
numbers and letters, and reading readiness. 


The second item that is necessary through legislation is 
the changeover to fiscal year July 1 through June 30. We 
are very cognizant of the financial burden on the school dis- 
trict with this changeover and therefore have explained pro- 
posed solutions and advantages in an addendum. 


The Pawlet schools are operating extremely well with 
a very excellent program in the hands of an excellent and 
most dedicated staff. The continuous progress of a nongraded 
program in the Pawlet Village School is one of the better 
ones in the state and as this program continues through the 
grades we should have an excellence throughout the school 
district in terms of reaching the abilities of the individual 
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child. West Pawlet School too, is nongraded to an extent but 
the sheer numbers of pupils prevents nongradedness through- 
out.The teachers throughout the system are doing a fine job 
of individual analysis of each child and providing a program 
to best meet the educational needs of all. I would like to com- 
pliment the many teachers who have voluntarily participated 
in a series of programs to receive all of the information pos- 
sible to accomplish continuous progress and to be able to 
work with the problems of the individual learner as he enters 
school. The educational standards are assessed and, through 
the evaluation of the program as it pertains to the individual, 
we find, not a program being taught to the individual child 
but the child is being taught the values of inquiry and the 
subject matter is made available for his individual pursuit 
according to his ability at his own pace, In this way every 
child achieves success and formal education now is becom- 
ing exciting and interesting. Also, we have been fortunate 
this year to have the advantages of speech therapy, physical 
education, remedial reading and music for the children of 
the Pawlet School District thus affording the children these 
many needed services for correction and remediation as well 
as a generally more rounded curriculum for all children. 


The Pawlet school directors have worked hard and have 
put in hundreds of hours in providing the best education for 
the children of Pawlet with the existing system in addition 
to studying with the various towns for the Union study. I 
wish to thank the staff, board and community for their sup- 
port and interest in providing the best educational program 
possible for the children and for their willingness to work 
with other communities toward the same objective.

CHANGING TO FISCAL YEAR 


The 1970 Vermont Legislature voted affirmatively that 
all school districts in the state would be operating on a July 
Ist through June 30th fiscal year as of July 1, 1972. With 
the conversion from our existing calendar year budget to a 
fiscal year budget in such a short span of time it is necessary 
to vote this change at the annual March Town meeting of 
either 1971 or 1972. 


It is true that proposals have been made by several dif- 
ferent legislators to extend the lead-in time by offering new 
legislation for the 1971 session wherein fiscal year adoption 
could be translated over a 6, 10 or 12 year period. However 
due to the fact that the changeover to a fiscal year is in- 
evitable, the most painless method of achieving the fiscal 
year, with the necessary school taxes to raise, is obviously 
the method that will be employed in the several respective 
town school districts. Some towns have approached this over 
a period of years wherein they have accumulated a so called 
surplus or sinking fund so that the changeover to the 18 
month budget is going to create little or no change in the 
amount of the tax structure. Other towns that have already 
adopted the fiscal year practice have voted at the annual 
meeting both a 6 month budget and a sequential fiscal year 
12 month budget to follow by creating two tax payment per- 
iods and, thereby lessening the burden on the taxpayer. I do 
believe that trying to raise 18 months’ taxes on one tax pay- 
ment is an unnecessary burden to the property tax payer. 


The reasoning behind the fiscal year taxes is that our 
schools do operate on a fiscal year basis and therefore, bud- 
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geting can be far more accurate and we can operate on an 
existing income without having to borrow on tax anticipation 
and pay out a great deal of money on interest each year. 
Under our existing system of a calendar year budget, we are 
spending money from January through July, or in some in- 
stances through September or October, on tax anticipation 
notes wherein we are paying a great deal of interest to utilize 
the funds voted at the March meeting. 


Under the terms of the fiscal year taxation basis, after 
the first year wherein the 18 month period must be covered 
it is possible for the school district, through two tax payment 
periods, to operate without borrowed money. This is cer- 
tainly economically more efficient and, from the aspect of 
the operation of the school district, it is in every respect far 
more realistic in planning and preparing budgets. The net 
result of changing over to fiscal year operation is a complete 
reduction of the 840 budgetary account of interest on short 
term loans, 


It is confusing to the majority of citizenry in changing 
over irom a calendar to a fiscal year because common con- 
sensus is that we must raise 18 months’ taxes in a 12 month 
period. Although I suppose technically this assumption ap- 
pears to be correct, it is not the practice in the case when 
more than one tax payment period is used. By voting the 6 
months from January 1, 1971 through June 30, 1971 budget 
and also voting the July 1, 1971 through June 30, 1972 bud- 
get, the first tax period would be in July, September or Oc- 
tober, as the case may be in the respective towns, which 
would cover the first 6 month budget and % of the fiscal year 
budget. A second tax payment period could be established for 
taxes due in either March or April of 1972 when the taxes 
for the 2nd half of the fiscal year would be due and payable. 
Therefore, for the course of the first 18 month budget, the 
school district would still be deficit spending on tax antici- 
pation notes but after that first year there would be no 
more borrowing necessary. With the budgeted monies coming 
in on a twice a year basis they will cover the current operat- 
ing expenses of the school district. 


With the adoption of this program, the taxes could be 
paid on either a single tax period as currently exists or a 
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two or three tax payment period could be adopted by the 
town school district to decrease the burden of the extra 
taxation. This would necessitate borrowing on tax anticipa- 
tion notes over a two year period rather than over a one 
year period.

GENERAL FUND BUDGET 1970 


INTRODUCTION : 


The 1970 general fund budget as it appears on the fol- 
lowing pages does not follow the 1970 general fund budget 
that was presented in the Annual Report for the year ending 
December 31, 1969. As you are aware the original budget 
as it appeared in the March town report of last year 
was never finalized or approved by you the voters. At the 
last town meeting motion was made and seconded to appro- 
priate a sum of $65,000.00 for the general fund budget even 
though you will find the figure of $63,261.00 in the minutes 
of that town meeting??? 


Since there was no voter approved budget for last year, 
your selectmen, in May of 1970, with the assistance of the 
budget committee and the suggestions of our auditors did 
prepare and formulate the following budget, The “budget 
committee” was prompted by your suggestions at the last 
town meeting. This committee consists of a number of inter- 
ested parties, their names of which are on record at the 
town clerk’s office. 


We, the selectmen, would like to express at this time 
our most sincere thanks and appreciation to those who 
served on this budget committee and to our Auditors. With- 
out the help of these two groups our task would have been 
all but impossible.

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PROPOSED 1971 GENERAL FUND BUDGET 


We have endeavored, through the aid and assistance of 
our Auditors and Budget Committee, to present to you on 
the following pages a proposed general fund budget which 
is, we feel, for the most part self-explanatory, You will have 
ideas or questions which pertain to this budget and we do 
ask that you jot them down or make mental notes so that 
we may have the opportunity to further explain this budget 
to you in an orderly fashion at town meeting which is Tues- 
day, March 2nd. or pre-town meeting nite which is Tuesday 
evening, February 23rd. at 8:00 P. M. Thank you. 


Article No. 15 in your town report pertains to the road 
which crosses Quarry No. 4 in West Pawlet. The slate stone 
bridge which the road was built on is gradually sliding into 
the quarry on the north side and will eventually result in 
the road being impassable thus prompting it to be repaired. 
State engineers have indicated that the best and only feasi- 
ble solution would be to construct a new road using the 
present slate piles as fill and using the north side as a pos- 
sible route. The estimated cost of this project to be between 
$50,000 and $60,000, this to be paid for by State Aid funds, 
State ‘“Match” monies and local participation. 

State Aid funds would amount to $28,590 or the sum of 
$5,718 a year for the current year plus four future years. 
The State Aid figure is based on $340 per mile (set by legis- 
lature) for 16.8 miles of State Aid Highways in the Town 
of Pawlet. 


State “Match” monies would amount to $20,000 based 
on the 2:1 ratio or $4,000 a year for the current year plus 
4 future years. 


Local participation would amount to $10,000 or $2,000 
per year for the current year plus four future years. 


There is at the present time approximately five thous- 
and eight hundred dollars ($5,800) in surplus of State Aid 
monies which are available to the Town of Pawlet from 
Montpelier.

REPORT TO THE TOWN OF PAWLET 


This is the third year that this Department, as a court- 
esy, has reported to each town and city the amounts spent 
and people aided in each locality under the various Social 
Welfare programs. This report replaced the previous annual 
notification to each town of the charges that had been as- 
sessed against their community for their share of State op- 
erated welfare programs. The enactment, by the General 
Assembly, of the Social Welfare Act of 1967, eliminated 
sharing in State welfare costs at the local level and, as a 
result, the requirement for reporting to the towns. 


All of the figures reported this year are for calendar 
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year 1970 except the General Assistance figures which are 
for fiscal year 1970, that is, the twelve month period ending 
June 30, 1970. General Assistance is the program that was 
formerly operated by your Overseer of the Poor. Monthly 
average number of recipients is a monthly average of total 
people served, except in General Assistance where the count 
is of cases rather than total people within the cases as the 
latter count is not available.

The above figures do not include money payment recipi- 
ents residing in nursing homes or mental hospitals as there 
does not appear to be a fair way of assigning a town of 
residence to these people. 


In addition medical vendor payments for the calendar 
year 1970 totaled about $15,000,000 (more than one-third of 
all Department expenditures) and payments in behalf of 
committed children totaled over $1,400,000 for a monthly 
average of over 1,550 children. No doubt, residents of your 
community were numbered among those who benefited by 
these expenditures.

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REPORT ON REGIONAL PLANNING 


The Rutland Regional Planning Commission was created 
bythe voters in March of 1967 and is now composed of some 
21 communities within the County. Among the reasons Rut- 
land Region citizens saw for its creation were: to assist 
members in utilizing the Region’s advantages and to en- 
courage cooperation among themselves where it can be 
proven beneficial; to formulate a united voice in dealing 
with State or Federal governments; to have available, tech- 
nical advice on planning related matters; to remain eligible 
for certain grants; and to prepare studies and advisory plans 
for the orderly growth of the Region. 


Voting representation on the RRPC consists of one Reg- 
ular and one Alternate Commissioner from each member 
community regardless of physical size, wealth or population. 
Meetings are open to the public. 


In July of 1968, the RRPC began a two-year compre- 
hensive planning program resulting in maps, surveys, reports, 
aerial photography, model land use regulations, etc., for its 
members. As an agency composed of many communities, it 
has sponsored meetings on problems common to all such as 
education, water and sewerage, solid waste disposal, taxa- 
tion, budgeting, etc. Technical assistance has been provided 
in many areas of concern. 


Since last year’s “Report” a State Environmental Board 
and District Environmental Commission have been appointed 
to process applications for development. Although providing 
protection and assistance, the Environmental Commission’s 
powers emphasize the desirability of locally prepared controls 
that can be adopted by individual communities with the aid 
of the RRPC. 


The RRPC has been declared as the Clearinghouse for 
approximately 50 Federal grant programs and communities 
who are members receive the necessary review and recom- 
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mendations from the staff and Commission, Twelve have 
been reviewed. Testimony has also been given at District 
Environmental hearings and law enforcement grants have 
been processed. Responsibilities on behalf of the members are 
increasing significantly as this indicates. 


Town plans and maps have been prepared as has a Re- 
gional Plan and Text. These have been and will continue to 
be valuable as guides for communities wishing to adopt their 
own plans and land use regulations. Information from the 
1970 Census indicates significant growth in the Region 
which suggests a need for local action to control change in 
the best interests of residents. 


Assessments for RRPC membership are nominal com- 
pared to potential benefits (0.4 cents on the equalized grand 
list). The Commission appreciates the active interest and 
support of its members in the past and looks forward to serv- 
ing them in the future. We invite you to visit your office 
at 12 Wales Street.

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SUGGESTIONS FOR ABSENTEE VOTERS 


In order to vote as an Absent Voter in the State of 
Vermont, the following steps are required: 


1. Request from the Town Clerk an official form on 
which to make application for an absent voter ballot. This 
request for the application form must be made by the ap- 
plicant or an authorized person in his behalf, such request 
being made in person, by telephone, or by letter. 


2. Fill out the application form completely. 


3. This application must be returned to the Town 
Clerk not later than nine o’clock in the evening of the 
fourth day preceding the election. 


4. Employed persons who are prevented from visiting 
the polling place during voting hours by the hours of their 
employment may vote by making application personally to 
the Town Clerk for absent voter ballots; completing such 
application, and casting their votes in the presence of the 
Town Clerk. Such application must be made not later than 
nine o’clock in the evening of the fourth day preceding the 
election. 


5. A voter who is necessarily absent from his residence 
continuously from a date less than four days prior to such 
election until after such election may make application for 
absent voter vallots not later than twelve o’clock noon of 
the day preceding such election. 


6. A voter who is taken sick from a date less than 
four days prior to such election until after such election, 
may make such application not later than nine o’clock in 
the forenoon of the day preceding such election, provided 
that such application is accompanied by an affidavit of the 
attending physician stating that the voter became ill subse- 
quent to four days prior to the election and in his opinion

the voter will necessarily be absent from such meeting by 
reason of illness. 


If you are physically unable to attend the polling place 
an absent voter ballot will be delivered to you by two Jus- 
tices of the Peace, or other authorized persons, with in- 
structions for marking such ballot. 


NOTE: The above suggestions are published in accor- 
dance with a vote of the Pawlet Town Meeting on March 1, 
1960. They are not official but it is believed that they will 
be helpful. If you have a question please contact the Town 
Clerk.
